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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
Claim 1 , lime 9, recites " an axially outer half of the main body portion"; 
Claim 2, lime 3, recites " an axially outer half of the main body portion". 
Analogously, claims 3, 4 5, 6, 9 use terms with da definer "axial". 
However, the specification does not provide an information which axis is implied. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for 
the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 10 are, as they can be understood due to the 112 problem, rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Keglewitsch et al. 

With regard to claim 1, Keglewitsch et al (US 4,547,036) disclose (Fig. 3-5) a fuse holder component 
comprising: 

a bottom plate (28) adapted to be fixed to a printed board; 

a first side plate (25) having a main body portion obliquely extending from one side edge of said bottom 

plate upward and inward in a width direction of said bottom plate; 

and 
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a second side plate (21) including a main body portion (30) and a suction portion (32) extending from the 
main body portion, 

wherein the main body portion of said second side plate cooperates with the main body portion of said 
first side plate to hold a cap of a glass-tube fuse and the suction portion has a suction surface to which a 
suction nozzle of a mounter is accessible. 

With regard to claim 2, Keglewitsch et al disclose an extension portion (a portion between 32 and 34) 
extending from the main body portion of said second side plate, wherein the suction portion (32) extends 
from the extension portion substantially in parallel to said bottom plate. 

With regard to claim 4, Keglewitsch et al disclose that said first side plate has a first guide portion (27) 

extending outward in the width direction of said bottom plate from the main body portion of said 

first side plate and said second side plate has a second guide portion (34) extending outward in the width 

direction of said bottom plate the main body portion of said second side plate. 

With regard to claim 10, Keglewitsch et al disclose that said first and second side plates include 

connecting portions (25- for the first plate and no reference number for the second plate in Fig. 4) curved 

In transverse section and extending from the side edges of said bottom pTate to the main body portions of 

said first and second side plates respectively. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3, 5, and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Keglewitsch 

et al in view of Ohashi. 

Keglewitsch et al disclose all of the limitations except for 



an engaging portion 
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a projection being formed on the bottom plate. 

Ohashi.(US 5,391,008) discloses an engaging portion (26) and 

a projection (34, 22) being formed on the bottom plate. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to provide Keglewitsch et al with an engaging portion and a projection , as taught by Ohashi, to 
restrict a fuse movement and properly locate the holder if it is soldered to PCB 

Claims 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Keglewitsch et al in 
view of Legrady. 

Keglewitsch et al disclose all of the limitations except for 
notches being formed In said bottom plate; 

said bottom piate being located siightiy outward with respect to ends of said first and second side plate, 
Legrady. (US 5,632,629) discloses (Fig. 8) the outward extended bottom plate with notches (formed 
between 18a and 18b). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to provide Keglewitsch et al with the outward extended bottom plate with notches, as taught by 
Legrady, to locate solder before reflowing if the clip is soldered to PCB
